cially, “the big man beyond the great wa- 
ters has given congreis all your lands; and 
it is through compaffion, we réferve to you 
any part thereof?” Is this unfair conduct 
too true? had not the tanting propofition 
in the Pittfburgh, Gazette, “that the next 
meffage or invitation for a treaty fhould be 
fent by thofe members of congrefs who pro- 
pofed, and fo ftresuoufly fupported, pacific 
meafures”, better be fuperfeded by one, 
` that the troops be cifbanded, the avaricious 
encroachments of vagrants, and other more 
confpicuous perfonages be repreffed, and 
thofe perions, who have, by dureffe the 
mott ili founded pretenfions, fo unfaithfally 
difchargéd teir duty be re feat with the next 
meffage, and delivered up to atone for the 
blood of thoufaiids already facrificed to ra- 
pine and extortion ? 

O YES. 
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GE, thac leffens the enjoyment of life, 

increafes our defire of living. Thole 
dangers which, inthe vigour of youth, we 
had learned to defpife, affume new terrors 
as we grow old. Our caution increafing as 
our years increafe, fear becomes at laft the 
prevailing pafon of the mind; and the 
{mall remainder of life is taken up in ufe- 
lefs efforts to keep off our end, or provide 
for a continued exiftence, 

Strange contradiction in our nature, and 
to which even the wife are liable! If I fhould 
judge of that pare of life which lies before 
me, by that which I have already feen, the 
profpect is hideous. Experience tells me, 
that my paft enjoymenrs have brought no real 
felicity, and fenfation affures me, that thofe 
I have felt, are ftronger than chofe which 
are yettocome, Yet experience & fenfation 
in vain perfuade ; hope, more powerful than 
either, dreffes out the diftant profpect in 
fancied beauty, fome happinef:, in long 
perfpective, ftls beckons me to purfue ; 
and like a lofing gamefter, every new difap- 
pointment tacreafes my ardor to continue the 

ame. 

Whence then is this increafed love of life, 
which grows upon uswithouryears? whence 
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comes it, that we thus make greater efforts 
to preferve our exiftence, at a period’ when 
it becomes fcarce worth keeping ? Is sit that 
nature, attentive to the prefervation of man- 
kind, increafes our wifhes to live, while the 
leffens our enjoyments? and,’ as the’robs the 
fenfes of every pleafure, equips imagination 
in the fpoils ? Life would be infupportable 
toan old man, who loaded with infirmities, 
feared death no more than when in the vigor 
of manhood: the numberlefs calamities of 
decaying nature, and the confcioufnefs of 
furviving every pleafure, would at once in- 
duce him, with his own hand, to terminate 
the fcene of mifery : but, happily, the con- 
‘tempt of death forfakes him at a time when 
it could only be prejudicial; and life ac- 
quires an imaginary value, in proportion as 
its real value is no more. 

Our attachment to every object around us 
increafes, in general, from the length of our 
acquaintance with it. ‘+ I would notchoofe” 
fays a french philofopher, “to fee an old 
poft pulledup with which I had been long ac- 
quainted.” A mind long habituated to a 
certain fet of objects infenfibly becomes fond 
of feeing them ; vifits them from habit, and 
parts from chem with reluctance : from hence 
proceeds the avarice of the old in every. kind. 
of poffeflion : they love the world, and all 
that it produces ; they lave life and all its 
advantages , not becaufe it gives them pleaf- 
ure, but becaufe they have known it lone, 

Chinvang the chafte, afcending the throne 
of China, commanded that all who were 
unjuftly detained in prifon during the pre- 
ceding reigns, fhould be fet free.

my family, and relations, are all dead, and 
I am forgotten. Permit me then, O Chin- 
vang, to wear out the wretched-remains of 
lite in my former prifon; the walls of my dun- 
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{plendid palace: I have not long to live, 
and fhall be unhappy except I fpend the ret 
of my days where my youth was paffed ; 
in that prifon from whence you were pleafed 
to releafe me.”

The. little army which has encamped in 
this neighborhood, confifting of 5000 men, 
compofed nearly of an equal number of reg- 
ular troops and national guards, under the 
command af gen. Carl and gen. Mouronnen 
fecond, marched this morning on the roads 
towards Lille, attended by a train of artille- 
ry, for the declared purpofe of joining 
the grand army under the command of gen- 
erals Luckner and La Fayette. 

The citizens of Dunkirk had been previ- 
oufly fummoned, and ordered to furnihh all 
their horfes for the ufe of the artillery and 
baggage waggons, which with alacrity was 
accordingly done: ample reftitution how- 
ever will be made by the nation, to every 
individual who fuftains any lofs or damage 
by the accommodation. 

Much cannot be faid in favor of the dif- 
cipline of the troops, or their military af- 
pect ; but they declare that their deficienccs 
in thefe refpeéts Mall be made up by perianal 
yauour, 

Ic was appreh:aded, that the army of 
Dunkirk was detlined for tie capture of O- 
ftend ; but fuch an attemor would only have 


proved the want of information, or a frivolous 
gafconade, as half a dozen men with a fin- 
gle cannon, would obtain the furrender of 
vhat.cown ; all the military flores and other 
property lately there, belonging to the Auf. 
trian government, having been removed, 
and the place configned to whatever military 
force might chufe to attack it, No oppofi- 
tion, therefore, would be attempted, far- 
ther than shutting the gates, and opening 
them again, with a furrender of the keys, 
on being demanded. 

The port is now free to traders of every 
nationiand the merchants and individuals are 
arid’ will be held facred. The fact is they 
do not think the place worth defending. 

The maritime commerce of each coun- 
try will meet with equal protection.—Some 
french frigates and fhips of War, are ttation- 
ed off Oftend, and other fhips of force are 
cruifing in the roads to preventpiratical dep- 
redations, rather than from any apprehenfions 
of national hoftilities by fea. 

RIOT AT EDINBURGH, 

The frongeft apprehenfions were enter- 
tained thata riot would take place here on 
his majefty’s birth-day. An effigy of Mr. 
Dundas had been prepared, with an intention 
to be burnt at the crofs, by fome people who 
were difpleafed at his conduct in propofing 
only a gradual abolition of the flave trade, 
and oppofing the Scots Borough reform, 

The Magiftrates underftanding that fuch 
a meafure was intended, iffued orders to pre- 
vent any mob from affembling, and com- 
manding all perfons to keep their fervants 
and domeftics within doors on the king’s 
birth-day. But at the fame time they had 
ordered a feu de joy, illuminations, and fuch 
other demonftrations of publicjoy, a8 could 
not Fail to excite the public curioficy to wit- 
nefs them. The‘confequence, it is eafy 
to imagine, was a total difregard of the 
orders iffued to keep people at’ home, 

An anonymous letter, it is faid, was fent 
to the Provoft, threatening to fhoot him if 
he perfilted in oppofing the burning of the 
efigy.— Whether this was the reafon’ we 
know not, but a regiment of dragoons was 
brought to town to keep the peace. 

In the evening the people became riotous. 
The magilffrates paraded the {treets attended 
by the city guard, and a party of the 534 
regiment, now quartered in the caftle here.— 
The mob increafed, and the dragoons were 
ordered to clear the ftreets, in performing 
which fervice, feveral people were rode down, 
which excited the people to greater outra- 

es, 

: A fire was kindled, and feveral fentry- 
boxes committed to the flames.—The riot 
act was then read, and about 14 people 
taken prifoners, and conducted to the caf- 
tle, which reflored order for the night, but 
a {pirit of difcontent ftill feemed to manifeft 
itfelf. 

Friday night feveral people affembled in a 
diforderly and tumultuous manner, in New 
Gravel-Jane Katcalf Highway, with a fidler 
playing before them, and a union jack hoift- 
ed upon a pole, and proceeding into Elbow- 
Jane, attacked the houfe of a Publican, a- 
gainft whom, itis fuppofed, they had fome 
private pique, which they threatened to pull 
down and demolifh, and which probably 
they would have effeéted, had not a party 
of runners and peace officers from the public 
office, Shadwell, arrived time enough to 
prevent any ferious mifchief. They fecured 
about eighteen or ninenteen of the ring lead- 
ers, and brought them before Juftice Bland.

bled in George’s fquare, to effect their pur- 
pofe of burning the effigy of Mr. Dundas ; 
but they were interrupted. This drew to- 
gether a mob. The fheriff read the riot ad, 
and, on their refufalto difperfe, he ordered 
the foldiers to fire. Four men, a painter; a 
glazier, a mafon, and another, were killed 
on the fpot. Many were much wounded, 
feveral in the infirmary, two of whom are 
thought beyond recovery. 

“ On Wednelday night the mob aflembled

bFuly -5 A Deputy produced. a foreign let- 

ter, which contained intelligence that 20,000 Pruf 
fana ware advancing to Coblentz by rapid marches, 
and that the ftate major and cheft of the army were 
already arrived, and that on the.4th of July the emi- 
grants were to forma camp. at Treves. The afem- 
bly ordered, that the minifters.of war and of foreign 
affairs fhould give an, account of what belonged to 
thefe feveral departments, 

The order of the day then called the attention of 
the affembly, to the meafures neceflary to be taken 
for thé peneral fafety. 

_M. Forne faid, That he afcribed all the event 
which had lately oceurred, to a project of degrading 
the legiflature, in order imperceptibly to effect its fpee- 
dy diffolution., He quoted, as proofs, the Veto op- 
pofed by the king; his proclamation to the difbanded 
guard ; the choice of minifters ; "the perfecution ex- 
cited againft the’ friends of their country ; the con- 
duét of government; the denunciations of the fums 
of money diftributed by the civil liftthe stisfortunes 
of St, Domingo; the dreadful calamities of Arles 
and Arignon ; the neceffitous ftate in which the 

“armies have long been placed, the circumftances 
which have compelled Luckner to Rep his march, 
and retreat backwards; the conduct of the ftate may 
orof garis, the petition of M, La Fayette, his jour- 
ney to Paris. This general, continued he, quits his

Paris went to the Thuilleries, and demanded of the 
king that he fhauld fanétion the two decrees of ‘the 
national affembly; one for the expulfion of the non- 
juring and refractory clergy ; the other for forming a 
camp of 20,000 men in the environs of Paris. The 
mob on the 20th of June was fuppofed to ennfitt of 
100,000 perfons-—they commited great exceffts, ahd 
at length broke into the king’s apartment,‘ In the 
confufion a bayonet was aimed at the king, but the 
ftroke was parried by the interference of one of the 
national guards. The king, by addrefs and great 
| prefence of mind, evaded a compliance with the de- 
mand—«and by fubfequent accounts, it feerns thofe de- 
crees have not received his approbation. — The tranfy 
actions of the 20th June, caufed a confiderable fer 
ment in the army On the frontiers, particularly that 
divifion under the command of M. de la Fayette. 
A petition to the national aflembly was the confe- 
quence, praying for an abolition of all the clubs— 
this was carried to Paris by M, de la Fayette, and 
prefented to the affembiy. Violent debates took 
place on the occafion, in which che moft fevere and 
pointed riures were made on the conduct of M, 
de la Fayette. He was compared to Julius Celar, 
Oliver Cromwell, &c. and charged with dictating 
laws for theconntry atthe head of a9 army. 
refult of the debate was a fpirited decree, declaring 
that military officer’, commanders, 8c, fhouid not 
petition the legiflature on any fubje&t except thofe 
immediately relating to the army. The Jacobias ap-

a camp, His anfwer was noble and manly ; “ [f the 
welfare of the nation confifts in wearing a red cap, 
J have no objections to wearing it. Pure in my con- 
fcience, I have no dread—as to the decrees, there is 
no time to fpeak, of them [Some one remarked 
that he was afraid, he-{eized the hand of a grenadier 
‘near iim, and clapping it upon his heart, he faid, 
Stell me, my fiiend, does my heart beat like a man in 
fear?” He immediately feated himfelf between the 
windows of his apartment, that looked towards the 
Thuilleries, and putoua red cap. One of the mob 
offered him a glafs to drink the health of the nation ; 
he accepted it, and drank it without fceming to have 
the {malleft apprehenfion. 

The crowd b:gan to prefs upon him. A national 
guard was nearly forced out of his place, near his ma- 
jegy, < The king,” cries this brave fellow, ‘ is 
our fafeguard, I would not defert him for a hundred 
thoufand crowns |” A municipal officer attempted to 
fpeak but could not be heard. Several members 
made the fame attempt without fuccels. 

M, Santerre then tried what he cou'd do; a roar 
enfued, of “ Long live Petion! Long live the good 
the worthy Petion P” The good, the worthy Petion 
then addrefled the king. ‘ The people (fays he) 
have appeared with dignity, and with dignity they 
will depart. Your majefty may make yourfelf cafy.” 
Santeire ordered the deputation to come forward. 

The fpokefman accordingly demanded that the 
‘patriotic minifters be re-inftated—That the Veto be 
retracted relative to the two obnoxious decrees. 

The king anfwered : 

I have [worn to maintain the conftitution, and I will 
defend it at the rifk of my life.” 

.Clamors were renewed of ‘* Long live the nation ! 
Tong live Sans Culottes ! Long live liberty | No 
Veto Í 

The eyes of the leaders of the mob, and of many 
of the mob themfelves, gliftened with rage. «t long 
live Santerre !”* A grenadier attempted to quiet them, 
the prince told him, t€ Let them alone, my friend ; 
let their words be ever fo injurous, it 1s all the fame to 
me. 

By this time feveral of the deputies, alarmed at the 
ftate of the royal family, had aflembled, and a depu- 
tation of 24 members was named to furround the 
perfon of the king, and to be replaced every half hour 
by a frefh deputation, fo as to inform the aflembly 
of the fate of his majetty. M, Petion arrived here 
about the fame time with the deputation. ‘The peo 
ple ftill continue their clamors, for the reftoration of 
the late miniftry, and the fan@ion of the decrees ; 
but in vain ; the king retained the fame manly firm- 
nefs and converfed with the deputation without the 
fmalleft appearance of inquietude. By perfuafions 
and intreaties, the mayor and four of the deputies 
prevailed upon the people to withdraw, They had 
paffed all over the palace, the roofs were covered with 
the multitude, they hungin clufters to the windows; 
and except the breaking of fome doors and windows, 
He Aged mifchief was done, no accideut even en- 
ued, 

Towards nightfall the palace was entirely cleared, 
the deputies had previoufly profited of an interval in 
the affluence of the crowd, and conduéted the king to 
his bed chamber, “Towards ten o'clock all was qui- 
et; the citizens all retired peaceably to their refpec- 
tive homes and the night was paffed in the utmoft 
tranquility.

Addrefs of M. la Fayette to the affembly. 

te Jt becomes me, gentlemen, in the firk place 
ég declare to the aflembly, that my prefence in this 
capital will in no way térd to injure, either the wel- 
fare of the empire, or the fafety ‘of the ftate, The 
meafures concerted betwixt Marthal Luckner and my- 
felf will be a fecurity againft every furprife. My 
motives for coming hither are 29 follow. 

e You have besn told, that the letter bearing my 
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come from mé, Lappear before you to acknowledge 
that letter, and to call on your jufticeto avenge the 
attempt of the 2öth made atthe palace, This at- 
tempt againft liberty, and the fafety of the king, 
has excited an indignation in my army, and in the 
heart of every good citizen. Iam charged to com- 
municate to you the patriotic hatred they have 
{worn againft che factious leaders of this tumult.— 
My brave companions were defirous to addrefs the 
affembly—they have renounced their project by my 
order, and I have taken upon me to lay before you 
their fentiments. ` 

“© Several of them have already afked, whether 
itis the caufe of liberty and the conftituton which 
they defend. It is time to defend the confticution 
againtt the faction which aims to deftroy it, to de- 
fend the national allembly and the king, and to 
maintain the independence and authority del gated 
to them, [ demand, therefore, that the authors and 
inftigators of the troubles of the zottr fhall be profe 
cuted as having been guilty of lez<rnation. 

** I befeech the national affembly, in the name cf 
myfelf, and every honet man in the kingdom, to 
take the moft effeCtua) meafures to have a due reipect 
paid tothe conftituted authorities, thofe of the afem- 
bly and the king, and to guarantee to the army that 
no attempt fhall be made againft the con{titution, at 
the moment when they are fpilling their blood for the 
country.” 

The prefident replied in the name of the affembly, 
that it had {worn to maintain the laws, and knew 
how to defend them. 

M. la Fayette was then invited to the honors of 
the fitting. Being admitted tothe body of the hall he 
received {trong applaufe. 

M. Gaudet demanded permiffion to fpeak. 
fome altercation the prefident granted him leave, 

t The moment,” fad M. Gaudet, “I learned 
that M. la Fayette was in Paris, a very confoling i- 
dea obtruded itfelf on my mind. I thought that we 
had no longer any external enemies; that the auftri- 
ans were fubdued. I was, however, miftaken, our 
enemies are the fame, our fiwation is not changed, 
and, notwithftanding, the general of one of our ar- 
mies is'in Paris, 

« What powerful motive can have called him 
hither ? Our internal troubles, He fears that the 
national affembly alone cannot exprefs them, and 
makes it his duty to quit the poft in which his country 
had placed him, for the purpofe of enlightening our 
counci's. 

‘© M. Ja Fayette calls himfelf the organ of his 
army! But this army cannot deliberate ; and have 
I not reafon to think that he miftakea the fentiments 
of his ftate major for thofe of the brave foldiers he 
commands ? 

“« Without examining into what crime M. la Fay- 
ette has been guilty of, he who recommends to us 
the maintenance of the conftitution, 1 confine myfelf 
to thefe two objeĝs, whether he has obferved the 
due fubordinations of authority, and whether he had 
leave of the minifter to abandon his poft,—I make 
an exprefs motion that the war minifer, prefent at 
your fitting, be ieftant!y interrogated on thefe points 
by the prefident. f 

« Laftly I demand that the twelve commiffioness 
the aflembly has eftablifhed, be charged to make 
their report on this queftion: Have penerals the au- 
thority to addrefs petitions to the national aflem- 
bly, or fimply that of holding political jorrefpond- 
encics.” 

M. Raymond (poke in reply.» He compared the 
conititution tothe holy pofpels, which in dark ages, 
each individual, each feĝ@ary commented upon, 
and interpreted, agreeably to his paflions or hisin- 
teret. He was {urprifed that the conduét of aman 
who had deferved fo well of his country, of M. 
la Fayette in fhort, fhould bz brought under any fuf- 
picinns. 

After haying called to the notice of the aflembly 
the principles of the gencral, and the fignal fervices 
he had rendered his country fince the revolution, he 
juftified his coming to Paris. ‘* The general faid he, 
& wifhed to extricate himfelf from a fituation of dif- 
ficulty. Obliged to ftop by the orders which are 
laid on the table, the refolutions, his whole army had 
taken to exprefs to you its fentiments on the late tu- 
mults, he thought it advifable to {peak to you in his 
own name, and the addrefs he had made to you 1 
now convert into a motion, and demand that it {hall 
be fent to the committee of twelve.” 

The affembly now terminated the difcuffion. The 
two motions were put to vote, and that of M. Ray- 
mond carried, not without much tumult. 

The prefident was taxed with partiality, and a word 
ftill more indecent efcaped one of the members. 

The prefident proceeded to explain the nature of 
the deliberation, and a requeft was made that he by 
whom the infult was offered fh suid be puniihed.

there exprefs the fentiments of all good Frenchmen, 
that he will likewife mention the wants of his army. 

He affures the troops that the arrangement which 
he has mace with M. Luckner, allow him to make 
this journey ; he entreats them to entertain an én- 
tire confidence, and to ob‘erve the moft exadt-dilci- 
pline, ; 

The motion of M. Gaudet was then difcufled, 
put to the vote, and fubmitted to the appeal nominal.

Such were the char- 
ge: againft Wafhington’s pupil. 

M. Dumolard, an eloquent youth, ftood forth the: 
champion of M, la Fayette—he proved, to a dem~ 
onftration, that the affembly could not injuftice, cən- 
demn the accufed general, as he had a moft undoubt- 
ed right, at that time (previous to the decree which 


prohibits generals from quiting the armies they com- . 


mand) to prefent an individual petition to the repre- 
fentatives of the nation. 

M, Toine, a bifhop, faid, if La Fayette’s head 
did not fall, liberty would expire—he called him the 
ape of Wafhington—the amphibious peneral—at beft 
he was of the doubtful gender, This gentleman, 
fering that no proofs had been, or cou'd be, brought 
forward againft the enemy of the Jacobins, moved, 
that an adjournment fhould take place. [The galle- 
rics applauded. 

A moft violent debate then enfued, refpecting 
what M. Gaudet faid La Fayette’s propofal to Luck- 
ner, which in the end, was adjourned until they car 
hear from Luckner. 

We may expeét the Pruffians here : May God a- 
vert it ! Nay more, the Jaccbins mean to prefent to

At Arles, twentytwo priefts were lately hung up 
by the mob, two others were murdered at Bour- 
deaux, and their heads carried upon pikes through the 
town.
